Air War to be Cut Back 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


fighter-bomber operations 
in 


Southeast Asia will be cut about 
another 25 per cent in the com- 
ing year, reducing them to the 
lowest level since early in the 
air war, Pentagon sources say. 


Current planning calls for a 


monthly average of about 7,500 
Air Force fighter-bomber sor 
ties in South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia during the fiscal year 
starting July 1, the sources said. 


That represents a drop of 


some 2.500 from this year's av- 
erage of 10,000 sorties a month. 
A sortie is a single flight by a 
single plane. 


Even before the planned new 


reduction, fighter-bomber oper- 
ations have fallen about 50 per 
cent below the war peak of al- 
most 19,600 a month in fiscal 
1968. 


Meanwhile, the number of B52 


bomber sorties, temporarily up 
to 1.200 a month because of the 


intense air campaign to shut off 
enemy supplies flowing through 
Laos, will be down to 1,000 a 
month in the coming fiscal year. 


While U.S. ground combat 


responsibilities are due to end 
this summer. American war 
planes will continue to support 
South Vietnamese troops at 
least for another year. 


As the South Vietnamese air 


force gradually assumes the 
principal task, the weight of 
U.S. air power is expected to 
concentrate almost entirely on 
the North Vietnamese supply 
lines through Laos and Cambo- 
dia. 


President Nixon has indicated 


some U.S. air power will remain 
in the war zone as long as North 
Vietnam holds Americans pris- 
oner and until the South Viet- 
namese develop the capacity to 
defend themselves against a 
takeover. 


Four squadrons of F100 fight- 


er-bombers are due to be with- 
drawn from South Vietnam this 
summer, followed 
by three 


squadrons of F4 Phantoms later 
in the fiscal year. 


The United States will keep a 


couple of squadrons of F4s and 
another few squadrons of AC119 
gunships in South Vietnam 
throughout the coming fiscal 
year, according to present plans. 


Along with its 652 bombers in 


Thailand, the United States will 
retain about eight squadrons of 
F4s. plus several squadrons of 
other 
fighter-bombers, 
light 


bombers and gunships whose 
principal target is the Ho Chi 
Minn trail. 


So far, the United States has 


withdrawn from Southeast Asia 
about 20 squadrons of attack 
planes, along with an assort- 
ment of air defense, reconnais- 
sance, transport and other air- 
craft.

islation grants President Nixon 
the $1.5 billion he sought for 
helping 
schools 
desegregate 


more than a year ago but con- 
tains much tighter restrictions 
on spending the money than he 
originally wanted. 


The administration agreed to 


the restrictions, however, while 
the bill was being worked out in 


a Senate Education subcommit- 
tee. 


The 74-8 Senate vote Monday 


sent the legislation to the House. 


The bill authorizes $500 mil- 


lion for the fiscal year starting 
July 1 and $1 billion the follow- 
ing year. 


A proposal 
requiring the 


courts to accept freedom-of- 
choice plans was rejected 51 to 
32. An amendment to bar orders 
requiring busing of pupils was 
beaten 46 to 35. And an amend- 
ment to require that students be 
allowed to attend then- neigh- 
borhood schools lost 48 to 33. 


The Senate rejected a broader 


requirement which would have 
integrated black inner-city chil- 
dren into suburban schools in all 
metropolitan areas. 


Sen. Lawton Chiles, D-Fla., 


won last-minute adoption of an 
amendment providing school 
districts under court desegrega- 
tion orders will be eligible for 
grants under the bill to meet 
court requirements. 


The bill requires the funds be 


spent to develop quality, inte- 
grated schools and not just to 
help smooth out desegregation 
problems. 


Districts receiving the funds 


would have to agree to establish 
at least one stable, quality inte- 
grated school and to adopt a 
plan to eliminate or reduce mi- 
nority group isolation in all of 
its schools. 


The benefiting districts .would 


be prohibited from giving help 
to private segregated schools, 
from engaging in disproportion- 
ate demotion or dismissal of mi- 
nority group teachers, from se- 
gregating children within class- 
es for a major part of the day, 
and from limiting participation 
of minority children in extracur- 
ricular activities.

This Was 0 Significant Protest 


For those of us who thought the day of 


the protest march was over, the events 
in Washington, D. C. last week and over 
the weekend were a surprise. Probably 
the largest demonstration in the history 
of the'city was held on Saturday when 
between a quarter'and a half a million 
people marched in protest of the con- 
tinuance of the war in Vietnam. 


It seems likely that the demon- 


strations put on by the Vietnam veterans 
may have stimulated more interest in 
the weekend marches. The Ad- 
ministration handled the veterans 
thoughtlessly at the beginning and, for a 
politically'sensitive group, ^callously. 
First, they were denied admission to 
Arlington Cemetery on the grounds that 
demonstrations are not allowed there, a 
reasonable enough regulation. But this 
'even meant that a delegation of five, 
including two women who had lost a son 
and a husband, couldn't enter either. 
The next day the cemetery officials 
announced it had all been a "misun- 
derstanding" and the entire parade was 
permitted its silent and respectful entry. 


Then came the make believe search 


and destroy missions, the interrogation 
of prisoners and other war games on the 
steps of the capital, the appearances of 
young men with medals for bravery 
before congressional committees, and 
then the see-sawing of- the Justice 
Department regarding camping on the 
Mall. When the veterans defied a 
Supreme Court order to get out, the 
Justice Department backed down. It was 
not the finest hour for Attorney General 
John Mitchell. Although more than one 
hundred veterans were arrested, police 


refused to jail the amputees or those in 
wheel chairs despite the fact that they 
too had refused to disperse upon com- 
mand. The conscience of the country is 
beginning to catch up with the establish- 
ment. 


President Nixon did not this time 


shrug off the demonstrations by saying 
he was watching pro football on 
television. But he was conveniently out 
of town spending the weekend at Camp 
David. Once again we must wonder 
whether he really knows the mood of the 
nation or whether he is so insulated that 
.he believes his gradual withdrawal and 
Vietnamization plan can buy him more 
time. He is getting us out but each 
American who dies in Vietnam now is 
dying for nothing and more and more 
Americans are beginning to realize it. 
.. The demonstrators were peaceful, 
they represented just about every age, a 
wide variety of sVocations and ideologies. 
Even Vice President Agnew should have 
difficulty labeling them effete snobs. 
Their only tie was opposition to the war 
and they have seen all too clearly that 
the real reason for the gradual with- 
drawal of American troops is not to save 
lives but to save face. 


It may be, as Majority Leader Hale 


Boggs has said, that the war will be 
wound so far down by campaign time 
next year that the Democrats will not be 
able to make an issue of it. But many 
Americans have a sneaking hunch this is 
not the mosthonest way of ending it. The 
Washington and smaller demonstrations 
around the country amply showed so. 
showed so.

State Sen. Reuben LaFave of Oconto, 


whose extended tenure as represen- 
tative for a broad area of northeast 
Wisconsin makes him one of the seniors 
of the legislature, has shown an 
imaginative and consistent talent for 
attracting the appreciative attention of 
the voters of his 30th Wisconsin state 
senatorial district. 


The fact is abundantly attested by the 


election returns over a long period. 


The explanation is perhaps aptly 


suggested by a bill of negligible impact 
that was offered in the legislature with a 
predictable flurry of publicity the other 
day. 


Mr. LaFave proposes to nominate the 


lovely mourning dove as a "Wisconsin 
state symbol of peace" and to give it that 
titular' definition in the stately 
ter- 


minology of the fat volume of Wisconsin 
Statutes. 


Without questioning the merits of the 


proposition, Mr. LaFave here presented 
what is a model for spontaneous 
publicity. Immediately attracted will be 
an applauding multitude of bird-lovers- 
and nature enthusiasts who have at' 
intervals defended the figurative 
barricades against the assaults of those 
ill-advised sportsmen's groups who have 
vainly proposed that the dove be put on 
the game bird list as legal target of the 
hunters' armanents. 


Simultaneously put on notice that 


Sen' LaFave wears no man's collar are 


the vast numbers of devoted sportsmen, 
who might have acquired the notion 
from the LaFave 'record on deer herd 
management questions as an example, 
that his concern about resources con- 
servation is limited to the sportsman's 
cause only. 


Finally, and it is a consideration not 


to be idly dismissed, the juxtaposition of 
the words "dove" and "peace" in these 
times is virtually certain to attract the 
eager interest of tens of thousands .of 
persons who have learned during the 
anguish about the Southeast Asia war to 
associate "dove" with doubt and ap.- 
prehension about the wisdom of our 
Vietnam engagement. 


Mr. LaFave may take a deserved 


bow as professional publicity men, news 
desk editors and others will cheerfully 
assert, although we do not here suggest 
even obliquely that his concern" for the 
dove is not genuine and welcome. 


Indeed, we commend his bill most 


.heartily for the favorable consideration 
of the legislature. The present regime of, 
the state Department of Natural 
Resources appears earnestly committed 
to the idea of protecting the non-game 
status of the lovely creature. But there 
will be more assurance in a statutory 
prohibition. Natural resources board 
members change, and members 
sometimes change their minds. It is 
reasonably difficult to repeal a law. 


Haiti Has a New President 


After the stories of terror, torture and 


murder that have come out of Haiti in 
recent years, it would seem that there 
would have to be some improvement for 
the people under the rule of Jean Claude 
Duvalier, nineteen year old son of Papa 
Doc Duvalier who ruled the island with 
an iron nail studded fist even after 
strokes and heart attacks. 


Papa Doc was elected to his 


presidency but soon after he nailed it 
down, tightened his control with the 
presence of his 20,000 man private army, 
the feared Ton Ton Macoute (in com- 
parison the regular Haitian Army has 
5,000 men), and had himself declared 
President for Life. Political opponents 
did not exist — for long. And there was 
little or no improvement in the standard 
of living of the people of Haiti, one of the 
worst in the Western Hemisphere. 


Jean 
Claude has 
also 
been 


proclaimed President for Life in some 
sort of inheritance from his father not 
spelled out by constitution or law. But 


whether he has either the political 
acumen, the brutal nature necessary to 
maintain himself in power by force, or 
the shrewdness to win adherents to his- 
side by other means is doubtful. He must 
retain the loyalty of the Ton Ton 
Macoute in particular and theirs may 
have been a one-man allegiance! In spite 
of Papa Doc's eradication of anyone who 
showed any real opposition to him or the 
possibility of leading a rebellion, there 
must be some men of ambition who have 
managed to keep silent until his death 
and who may now become more active. 
And there is the further possibility that 
Fidel Castro may see this time as an 
opportunity to try to spread his doctrine. 
There has been enough concern over an 
outbreak of war in Haiti for the 
Dominican Republic, which shares-the 
island, to declare a state of emergency. 


Haiti is wracked by poverty, over- 


population, disease, illiteracy and just 
about any other kind of misery anyone 
can think of. Maybe some sort of a 
change is in the offing.

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Many Proposals 
Property Tax Relief 
Vexing Problem for 
State's Lawmakers

MADISON — More bills pro- 


posing state action to soften 
real estate taxes have been 
presented in the 1971 legislature 
than in any recent time and 
obviously reflect an increasing 
concern about ,rank and file 
citizens about the steady rise in 
the tax liability upon real prop- 
erty. 
v 


But most legislative observers 


schooled in the state treasury's 
financial problems tend to be- 
lieve that the most likely legis- 
lative response to such constitu- 
ent pressure will be to broaden 
and liberalize concessions in 
property tax liability for aging 
persons, graduated according to 
their financial condition. 


The first program of categori- 


cal assistance to the aged in the 
form of recognizing the problem 
of property tax liability was 
enacted by the state early in the 
1960's and has been built upon 
in succeeding years by adminis- 
trations representing both of 
the major political parties of 
Wisconsin. 


Two Tests 


The so-called "homestead tax

Beneficiaries must be at least 


65 years of age, whether owners 
or renters.

ly more than the amount used, 
last year. 


Many legislators are talking 


about more general homestead 
tax relief, without regard to age 
or income status. A typical 
proposition has come in under 
the names of 25 legislative 


sponsors. It would permit the 
legislature to exempt home- 
steads in part, without regard to 
age or income status. Yet most 
persons familiar with the legis- 
lative process and the conditions 
of public finance are convinced 
that it has little, chance of 
enactment.

Hall damage that only $200,000 
to $300,000 would remain in the 
fund. 


Under the governor's propos- 


al claims on the insurance fund 
in behalf 
of state buildings 


would be limited to $1 million. 
Additional funds would have to 
be approved by the state Build- 
ing Commission or Board on 
Government Operations 


Claims by municipalities that 


have paid premiums into the 
fund would be paid to the extent 
the fund can meet the demands. 
The remaining money needed to 
honor a claim would be taken 
from the state's general rev- 
enue fund. 


While it is assumed the state 


would meet its claims, regard- 
less of the balance in the 
insurance fund, an amount that 
the fund at present, and lack of 
specific statuatory procedures 
for dipping into the general fund 


have made the situation uncer- 
tain. 


Finally, the bill provides that 


$500,000 a year would be trans- 
ferred by the state into the 
insurance fund, and amoun tthat 
would supplement the munici- 
palities' premiums.

and it has an unpleasant ring of 
accuracy to it — then the 10 per 
cent benefit boost to be paid to 
26 million beneficiaries in June 
will be the signal for the first 
loud o u t c r y from younger 
Americans of "enough!"

never meant to cover the full 
financial needs of the retiree. It 
was designed to be no more 
than a base upon which we 
could build our financial se- 
curity through other mediums. 


But, in actuality, 
millions 


today are forced to depend 
almost solely on Social Security 
benefit checks — because their 
employers provided no pensions 
and because their earnings werej 
too low to permit them to save: 
during their working lifetime. I 
As a result, one in four elderly 
live in poverty, and poverty is, I 
in fact, increasing among the 
elderly.

More Freedom Considered for Priests 


DETROIT (AP) - Faced with 


an unprecedented array of re- 
search findings, the nation's Ro- 
man Catholic bishops today 
weighed recomme'ndations for 
broadening the freedoms of 
American priests.

Susie's parents are not 
poor, but neither are they 
wealthy enough to afford a 
private nursery experience for 
her. 


This is only one important 


difference between the child- 
care programs offered by the 
two countries, as noted by 
University of Wisconsin Prof. 
Jeanne Mueller. She recently 
spent two months in Sweden 
at request of the U.S. Office 
of Child'Development. 


Maturity vs. Service 


"Sweden considers c h i l d 


care more in terms of a 
secvice to the child and as an 
aid to his maturing process. 
Child care in our country is 
seen primarily as a service to 
mothers who must work." she 
said. 


Prof. Mueller, a nationally 


recognized expert on social 
services, explained that in 
Sweden there are two major 
types of child-care programs. 
"In family day care, children 
from three or four families go 
to another home for supervi- 
sion by the mother there. 


"In group care, about 50 


children go to professionally 
operated day care centers. 
There the children are divided 
into groups of 10 or 12. They 
may stay only for the morn- 
ing nursery school or for an 
all-day program. I found that 
Swedish parents preferred the 
group center over the family 
day care approach."

Swedish group-care program 
recognizes a child's need for 
group experience during the 
formative years from two to 
five, said: "In small groups, 
c h i l d r e n can experiment, 
make mistakes, and get feed- 
back • from age-mates in an 
environment free of destruc- 
tive consequences. 


"Even handicapped children 


attend day care centers in 
Sweden. It is a normalizing 
experience for them, and for 
mentally retarded and emo- 
tionally disturbed children. 


"A typical result is that the 


handicapped overcome some 
of their bizarre 
behaviors. 


And normal youngsters learn 
to adjust to their needs." 


Surprisingly. Prof. Mueller 


found that children who at- 
tended group care programs 
were healthier than those who 
stayed home or utilized family 
care. 


"The centers offered good 


nutritional services and rou- 
tine medical checkups," she 
added.

tion that, in general, women 
have been forced to accept 
inferior roles in society and 
have come to believe in their 
own inferiority, Mrs. Engle- 
man said.

Even we who seek outside 
work lack confidence and 
esteem, she said. 


Women are g e n e r a l l y 


trained in the interest of men, 
to defer, serve and entertain 
them and it is often said, "Its 
a good wife that makes a 
Man." If we challenge the 
position and compete against 
men we are considered agres- 
sive or unfeminine by both 
men and women, she said. 


In summarizing the evolu- 


tion of the modern movement 
of Women's Lib, Mrs. Engle- 
man explained that in 1967 
many "awareness" g r o u p s 
began to swell across the 
country, with several small 
groups forming in our immed- 
iate area. 


Many Different Groups 
Like all movements, she 


said you have the radicals and 
the conservatives and lots 
going in between. "I myself,

We work through the 
legislature to try to change 
the laws to bring an end to 
discrimination." She quipped,

A strong commitment to build 


a school to ease the central city 
schools' difficulties as early as 
1973 was recommended Monday 
night by the board of education 
site selection and building com- 
mittee. 


The committee proposed no 


specific date but urged that 
"after c o n s t r u c t i o n of the 
elementary school on the Ein- 
stein Junior High site, a solution 
to the central city problem 
should be found before any 
other school is constructed." 


The three old central city 


elementary schools are the sub- 


ject of a city planning study and 
have been questioned by some 
city o f f i c i a l s and parents, 
especially in recent months, 
concerning ' t h e i r educational 
adequacy. 


Action Withheld 


The board of education with- 


held action on the recommenda- 
tion — which was incorporated 
in the recommended 1971 ver- 
sion of the five-year capital 
improvements plan. However, 
board members indicated that 
they probably would act on it at 
the first May meeting. 


While the plan represents a 


fairly definite commitment to a 
building program, priorities can 


— and often are — changed in 
the annual updating, and any 
priority set by one board of 
education could be altered by 
the next. 


On the central city issue. 


Charles Buchanan, committee 
chairman, said: "This is a 
stronger position than the board 
has ever taken in the past." 


He said that it's possible 


because the school' system no 
longer is facing the severe 
enrollment increase pressures 
that it did in the past previous 
plans to relieve central city 
school conditions were post- 
poned because of needs of new

"This school could replace

Dr. Kenneth Johnston, director 
of administrative sendees, said 
there were disadvantages and 
advantages to rental and pur- 
chase but indicated that the 
current financial condition of 
'•the school-system was a major 
consideration in his recommen- 
dation of the purchase plan. 


The board also approved pur- 


chasing books from students 
and reselling them to other 
students, and urging schools and 
teachers to make a reasonably 
serious effort to bring uniformi- 
ty to textbooks in subject areas. 


Mrs. Harold Danford, a board 


member and member of the 
special t e x t b o o k committee, 
said she felt the situation justi- 
fied asking for additional funds. 
She expressed concern that un- 
der the purchase plan, some 
students wouldn't take the in- 
itiative to seek books and the 
school district would have diffi- 
culty knowing how many new 
ones are needed for a specific 
subject area. 


Expressed Concern 


Charles Buchanan, board vice 


president, questioned whether 
purchase would cause any more 
problems than rental and ex- 
pressed concern about asking 
the fiscal board for additional 
money. Long range, he said, he 
would definitely consider the 
rental system but if the board 
decides it can't ask for addi- 
tional money, the purchase pro- 
gram is the only alternative. 


The board was left with a 


decision on books when Con- 
key's Book Store, Appleton. said 
it "would no longer handle the 
purchase and sale of the books. 


Some board members said 


that if there are serious inclin- 
ations toward going to the no- 
textbook program, as the trend 
seems to be, a shift to rental 
might not be wise.

Self-Cut Glass Top Too Sharp

Q: I cut a square of glass 


from a larger piece, to make 
a top for a wrought iron patio 
table. The cutting went well 
enough, but the edges are a 
little too rough to be safe. Is 
there any easy home method 
for cutting a bevel or rounded 
edge? — Norfolk. 


A: Rub with a block of 


carborundum, k e e p i n g the 
cutting area wet. Some 
patience is needed for this. A 
glass man can do this job 
quickly and inexpensively. 


Q: Since my grandmother's 


time, it has been a custom in 
our family to store woolens in 
a chest lined with cedar. The 
claim has been that the odor 
of cedar kills moths If so, 
why do they also use moth- 
balls? — Milwaukee. 


A: If you suspect the cedar 


odor has no lethal properties 
against moths, your suspicions 
are 100 per cent correct. 
Hence the mothballs. Cedar 
smells nice, though. 


Q: I have tried several rust- 


removing preparations, but 
the rust stain has worked so 
deep in our linoleum that 
nothing has worked. Is there 
any other method I can try? 
— Baltimore. 


A: Yes, but you need an 


extra piece of the same 
linoleum. With someone stand- 
ing on it to hold it down over 
the stained area, cut down 
through both thicknesses at 
once with a sharp linoleum 
knife. When you dig out the 
rusty area, the new patch will 
be exactly the same size. 
Scrape out all residue of the 
old dried adhesive before 
cementing in the new piece., 


Q: How can I treat a piece 


of Caribbean driftwood, which 
I plan to use as a lamp base, 
so it won't develop cracks? —

A:-Many wood sculptors put 


pure, fresh, white shellac, 
thinned almost to water con- 
sistency with d e n a t u r e d 
alcohol, in a small tub, so 
they can slosh it well over the 
wood.

now doctors are so incredibly 
overpaid I could work one day a 
week as a straight doctor and 
make around $12,000 to $14,000 a 
year easily. That's how screwed 
up things are," he said.

the answer, he said, "but I do 
see them as building blocks for 
a new medical system with free 
laboratories and free X-ray 
technicians and free radiologists 
and free hospitals and free peo- 
ple."

He laughed, a laugh recogniz- 


ing that the reality of his vision 
was a long way off.

'Sarge' Is There to Help the Kids

WEYAUWEGA — "I never 


saw so much drug usage or so 
much ignorance on the part of 
parents." 


These were the frank, fright- 


ening words of Mrs. Shirley 
Lopas, director of Youth-Go, 
Neenah, as she talked Monday 
about the 400 to 500 boys and 
girls, ages 12 to 22, she sees 
each week. 


Mrs. Lopas spoke before a 


handful of people at Weyauwega 
High School at the invitation of 
the Waupaca Association for 
Mental Health. Her disclosures, 
which she described as the 
"milder incidents," were stark, 
but filled with hope. She advised 


parents to stick with a young- 
ster in any kind of trouble. 


"When people ask me how I 


got into this, I really can't tell 
them," she said. "But I am in 
it. and it has grown from an 
informal program at St. Thom- 
as Episcopal Church about two 
years ago to a place where 
hundreds of kids know there is 
someone they can trust out in 
that big world. 


Aim is to Help 


The object of Youth-Go is to 


help somebody, she explained. 
"We have kids on bummers, 
kids without homes, kids blow- 
ing pot, kids dropping acid, 
kids on speed and kids on 
smack (heroin). There are chil- 
dren in every kind of trouble, 
kicked out of home, living out of 


cans, sleeping in cars, in trouble 
with the law, pregnant, AWOL - 
you name it, we have it. 


"We have four to Five .smack 


freaks now - but there is a slow 
awakening." Doctors are giving 
of their free time to rap with 
the kids, she said, adding that 
she is on salary to the Vocation- 
al Technical District who wants 
to get these young people back 
in school. Vocational rehabilita- 
tion will train them for a job 
and give them a roof over their 
heads. A number of them have 
gone straight, are, graduating 
from school and, establishing 
then* own homes, she revealed. 


"Most of them we meet first 


because they are dropouts - 
from school, home, society and 
life. I had two boys who were 


killing and eating cats and dogs 
to survive," she continued. "1 
tell all of the nice citizens about 
this and they tell me I am a 
liar. 


"These kids are brilliant; they 


just don't care; we try to make 
them care.
